- He reported that the Baories and Jlinas have no land in 29 villagci^ ; 
100 villages an average of land in their possession has been reported to 
'^he less than 10 bighns per head, in 157 viJiages less than 15 highns, and in 
196 less than 20 bighas, and, in 432 they hare no “ Unalii " land. 


During the year, 16,474 bighas of additional land hare been given. 

^ Crime was reported by the Supervisor to be on the increase in about 
16 villages. The Haldms were ordered to arrest some of the woj-st charac- 
/ers, who could not give security and have them detained until there is a 
diminution of crime in their respective villages. This detention is not lilcoly 
to last more than 6 months. Tlie Haldms of Parbatsar and Didwana 
arrested and sent to the Sadar office 4 Baories from villages Tliaola and 
Banwasa. 

It was also reported that the misconduct and illegal behaviour of 97 
Baories and Jlinas were brought to the notice of the Supervisor hy (he 
Hakims, who were enjoined to keep strict watch over their conduct and if 
necessary, to take security for the future. 

Besides these Thikanas and Hakumnts, the Su})ervisor inspected Cl 
dagir villages and promoted the Settlement of disputes about “lag hag, S:c,

In short 52 Bhils belong to the Western Parganas where the reforms 
have lately been commenced; only 2 are that of the Eastern Parganas where 
ever)' arrangement is satisfactory. 

The Pargana Hakims and Baori Moharirs of Jalore, Sanchore and Jes- 
wtxntpura ’were directed to keep thorough supervision over the crim- 
inal tribes in order to diminish crime. . In Pbalodi, Sheo and Sankra 
where there are no Baori Moharirs, Abkari Ahalmads were ordered to 
look over the men of this class. 
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Sunsis.-— The Sansis have not their settled abodes Their names are 
not registered, nor is there any order for their settlement. The Hakims 
have been enjoined to exercise a strict watch over their movements.

Formerly the rules issued were chiefly for the Baoric?, but ihosn 
passsed in March last have been observed in the case of all criminal tribes, 
Thories, Bhils and Kolies, &c. 

There has been a good progress in the case of Baories, as can be seen 
from Jail statistics, that during the year 1888-89 there were 119 Baories, 
but during the last year their number was reduced to 108, thus showing a 
decrease of 11 Baories, that is 10 per cent. 

Lieutenant Alex. F. Pinhey, Superintendent of Operations for the 
Control of Moghias in Rajputana and Central India, in his Annual Report 
for the year 1889-90, thus speaks of the Baori arrangement in Marwar : — 

^^ar^cav . — The Settlement work in this State continues to make 
rapid strides. Registers and returns are received regularly, and complaints 
along the Marwar- Ajmere border have now become much less frequent 
than before. Chuter Bhuj who was formerly in sole charge of the Baori 
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Settlement work is now only responsible for {/iving land and wells to 
Ikorics in Khalsa villages. The general supervision of criminal tribes 
throughout the State is now in the hands of the Secretary to the Mnsahib- 
ala, and an assistant has been appointed whose duty it is to make frccpiont 
tours through villages, both Khalsa and Jagir, inhabited by Moghias and 
to furnish returns. 

At the su"jTCslion of Colonel Powlctt who had made a most thorouMi 
inspection of the various Moghia scttlcmentB during the cold weather of 
1888-S9, the following important reforms have heen introduced : — 

1. — In the districts wlicrc crime is on tlic increase, a few of the worst 
characters amongst the IJaories arc arrested and kept in confnicincnt at 
Jodhpore as hostages until crime diminishes. 

II. — The system of ‘‘Lag Bag” or Chowkidarcc fees paid by Baories is 
now being gradually extended to all villages inhabited by Baories, and 
compensation for theft is not recognized where Lag Bag ” is not paid. 

III. — In districts where crime is rife, convicted Boarics arc severely 
punishcvl, hut not as formerly when Hakims were in the liabit of giving 
merely nominal pun^^lu^cnt 

IV. Examinations are held of Molmnrs and other ofHcials, engaged 
in the work of supervision, in the rules and regulations drawn up for the 
^cttlemeni of criminal tribes. Ignomnee of the rules is no longer admitted

BHADRAJUN MINAS. 


One of the notable events of the j-car couccvinng the criminal tribea 
the jietllomcnt of the Bhadrajun Minas on Ibo plains from the lulls. 

The Minas of Bhadrajun Imd always been very troublesome and 
have over maintained on the whole, a somidndepotidcnco of the Darbar, 
Hitherto they used to Uvo in t^YO }^Iaiwas:\s,‘' one on the hill called the 
** Barla Maiwasn’' and tho other at the foot of tho hill called the 
^faila MaiwasJu” The posiliou of the Barla Jlaiwasu” on the lull 
afibrded a good refuge to the Alinas after committing crime, and the 
Minns of the ^*Mnila MaiwasV^ at tho foot of the hill Imd nlsoun ca^y 
access to the hills. 


But under the new arrangement, tho Minns of ^^uila MaiwasiV’ 
have settled down near Bnni-hao. They constitute TIG familioR and their 
land mcasurcR about 14 Bighas for habitation. 

The Barla MaiwasJi Minn^ chose tlicir own fields named “ Balayan^’ 
for their rc'^idence, on condition that they may be permitted to use water 
of the ** Xadi^* that was Bituatod near it, and to this, tho Jngirdar also 
gave his can*^cnh They have boon granted ** ParwanuV* empowering 
them to cut wood and get a enpjdy of water. Their families number 5C, 
and the land on which they have hnilt their huts, measure 41 Bighaa. 

Bv'th the Jiarh and ^fnila Maiwa^n Minns have bound thcmsclvcB 
to lead a peaceful life utider penally of punislunent, prescribed for them. 
The huts in the old MdUements have been rar.od to tbc ground. 

Tiic distance between tbo two n^wl}* proposed Maiwasfus is about 
GS feet, which is not ohjcctionuhlc. Tiic l^hadrnjun village lies at a dis- 
tance of about t yards from tho Itani-bao, so that the Alinas of both 
tho now Basses” can now ho j)roporl y watched and controlled l)y the 
Jagirdar. 

It will bo interesting to note here the full details of the number of 
each Maiwa^A Minns, together with tho number of cattle they possess, and 
the extent of land they hold. 

BARLA MAIWASA. 


The total number of the Minas of Barla Maiw^asa is 270, out of 
which 70 arc men, 58 women and 142 children. 


They hold 1,0G4 Bighas of ^'Sawanu land,’' an average of about 
G Bighas per head, and also possess 191 cattle, i.c., at an average of three 
per head.

NOTE ON BABAEWA. 

• omitted to give some account of the Lad Klianls of Rarartva 

in the report of the last year, who arc one of the notorious criminal tribes 
of Marwar. They arc under the supervision of the Uahira of Dldwanh 
as TTcll as the superintendant of Eastern Parganahs ; while their ccncral 
supervision is uinder the charge of Kalla Chatorbhuj, whose report for tile 
year under review is given below. 

16, “The Lad Khanis of Bararwa have for generations been predatorv, 
and, the Darbar has repeatedly resorted to strong measures, but the village 
defied the local authorities. In Sambat 1901 the Darbar sent Mehta Sammt 
JIall to attack Bararwa. In Sambat 1916 again it was attacked by Isree 
Parsad. In 1921 Mehta Bejey Singh assailed it and captured 48 men, but 
two famous dacoits Mehtabji and Puranji escaped, so in 1926 Ugersen was 
sent against the village. In 1938 Maharaj Partap Singh headed an expe- 
dition against them, with little bloodshed a number of the Thakurs were 
taken prisoners and with two or three exceptions the rest .submitted. 
Efforts were then begun to provide the Thakurs with the means of living 
without plunder, and at Raj expense 15 masonry wells have been cons, 
tructed at a cost of Rs. 6,720.. These have been distributed among .",4 
Ladkhanis who now hold an average of 157 bighas of Barani and well- 
land rent free. They, are supervised by the Didwana Hakinr under me. 
A detail of their holdings is attached.
